ORDINANCE NO. 89-18 


AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS OF 
PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, AMENDING THE CODE OF LAWS 
AND ORDINANCES OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA BY 
ADOPTING A SERIES OF IMPACT FEES FOR PARKS, 

FIRE-RESCUE, LIBRARY, LAW ENFORCEMENT, PUBLIC 
BUILDINGS AND PUBLIC SCHOOL SITES; PROVIDING A TITLE 
AND APPLICABILITY, INTENT, PURPOSE, FINDING, 

DEFINITIONS, RULES OF CONSTRUCTION, SEVERABILITY, 

IMPOSITION OF FEES, ZONES, TRUST FUNDS, COLLECTION, 

REMITTANCE OF FUNDS, ADMINISTRATIVE FEES, EXEMPTIONS, 

CREDITS, REFUNDS, LIENS AND WITHHOLDING OF 
DEVELOPMENT ORDERS FOR UNPAID FEES, COVENANTS TO 
ENSURE COMPLIANCE, VESTING, IMPACT FEE APPEALS BOARD, 
ADMINISTRATIVE FEES, IMPACT FEE COORDINATOR, 

SCHEDULES OF IMPACT FEES, SPECIAL PARK CREDITS, 

ABILITY TO AMEND FIRE/RESCUE ZONE BOUNDARIES, SCHOOL 
SITE CONVEYANCE CRITERIA, CLERK'S REMITTANCE OF 
SCHOOL FUNDS; PROVIDING REPEAL OF ORDINANCES IN 
CONFLICT, SEVERABILITY, INCLUSION IN CODE OF LAWS AND 
ORDINANCES, AND EFFECTIVE DATE. 

WHEREAS, F.S. Chapter 16,3, Part II provides that Local Governments 
must set feasible levels of service and identify funding sources to 
provide those levels of service for public facilities; and 

WHEREAS, F.S. Chapter 163, Part II provides that public facilities 
needed to support Development shall be available concurrent with the 
impacts of Development; and 

WHEREAS, the Capital Improvements Element and various other 
elements of the Palm Beach County Comprehensive Plan provide for impact 
fees as a funding mechanism for County Capital Facilities necessitated by 
new Development; and 

WHEREAS, F.S. Chapter 163, Part II provides that a chartered 
County may exercise such authority over municipalities as provided for in 
its charter; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Charter provides that County 
ordinances shall prevail over conflicting municipal ordinances in matters 
related to certain impact fees; and

WHEREAS, F.S. Chapter 125 authorizes the Board of County "• 
Commissioners to adopt ordinances to exercise its powers not inconsistent 
with general or special law; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners caused to be conducted 
studies of existing deficiencies, the existing level of service, and the 
pro rata cost of providing new County-funded Capital Facilities 
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necessitated by new Development; and 

WHEREAS, this information, along with other data, was used to 
establish a fair and equitable pro rata fee necessary to fund the cost of 
County facilities for new Development; and 

WHEREAS, this ordinance is based upon the Technical Memorandum; 
Methods Used to Calculate Impact Fees - Palm Beach County Florida; James 
C. Nicholas, Ph.D; Ninth Draft, Revised; August 23, 1989; and 

WHEREAS, this ordinance generates a portion of the revenue 
necessary to fund the cost for new and expanded Capital Facilities needed 
to accommodate the impacts of new Development for County-owned beach. 
County district, and County regional Parks; County law enforcement; 

County public buildings; County fire-rescue; County library system; and 
public schools. 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 
OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA as follows: 

Section 1. Article II; Fair Share Contribution for Road Improvements; of 
Chapter 22; Planning and Development; is hereby renumbered to Article IV, 
and the Sections therein shall be renumbered by the editor. 

Section 2. There is hereby created a new Article II; "Palm Beach County 
Impact Fee Article" to read as follows: 

DIVISION 1 Generally 
Section 22-16 Title, applicability. 

(a) This Article shall be known as, and may be cited as, the Palm 
Beach County Impact Fee Article. 

(b) This Division shall be known as, and may be cited as. General 
Provisions of Palm Beach County Impact Fees. 

(c) This Article shall apply to both the incorporated and 
Unincorporated Areas of Palm Beach County, Florida, as set forth in each 
Division ioiiowing. 

Section 22-17 Intent; purpose; findings. 

It is the intent of Palm Beach County that: 

(a) New Development impacting capital public facilities shall 
fund its proportionate share of the cost of providing such needed 
facilities. 
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(b) The intent of this Article is to collect no more than the 
actual amount necessary to pay for the needs for new Capital Facilities 
caused by new Development. This Article is based on Reports that 
establish a fair and equitable allocation of costs and recognize past and 
future payments from new Development. The Reports are based on the 
existing levels of service for which the various impact fees are imposed 
and existing deficiencies are not being paid for by new Development. 

(c) The funds from this Article shall not be used for replacing 
existing Capital Facilities where no new capacity is added. 

(d) Credits against Impact Fees for In-kind Contributions to Palm 
Beach County or the School Board are recognized, and Municipalities under 
certain circumstances. 

(e) This Article is an implementing land Development regulatory 
ordinance to the Palm Beach County Comprehensive Plan and the Palm Beach 
County Charter. 

Section 22-18 Definitions. 

(a) The definitions set forth in Section 1-2; Rules of 
Construction and Definitions; shall apply to this Article unless a 
different meaning is set forth in this Article or the context clearly 
indicates a different meaning. 

(b) As used in this Article, the following words and phrases have 
the meaning ascribed in this Section, unless a different meaning is set 
forth in a Division of this Article or the context clearly indicates 
otherwise: 

BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS - the Board of County Commissioners of Palm 
Beach County, Florida. 

BUILDING PERMIT - an official document or certificate issued by the 
governmental authority having jurisdiction, authorizing the construction 
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of any building. Building Permit includes a tie-down permit for a 
structure or building that does not require a Building Permit, such as a 
mobile home, in order to be occupied. 

CAPITAL FACILITIES; CAPITAL IMPROVEMENTS - land, infrastructure, 
structures, and fixtures having a cost or Value of at least $1,000; 
personal property, and equipment having an aggregate cost or Value of at 
least $1,000; and hard-bound books having an individual cost or Value of 
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at least $25.00 all of which must be of a non-consumable nature and 
expected to be in service for more than one (1) year. 

CAPITAL FACILITY COSTS - all costs directly associated with the 
acquisition, design, engineering, site preparation, construction, 
placement, start-up, etc. of a capital facility. It excludes operation 
and maintenance costs, and the repair, replacement, or renovation of 
existing Capital Facilities where such does not add capacity. 

CONGREGATE LIVING FACILITY - a residential land use consisting of any 
building or buildings, or portion thereof, in which housing, food 
service, and one (1) or more personal services are offered for a period 
exceeding twenty-four (24) hours for persons not related to the owner or 
administrator by blood or marriage. It shall include adult foster home, 
nursing home, adult congregate living facility, and adult day care center 
as defined by Florida Statutes, Chapter 400. 

COUNTY ATTORNEY - the County Attorney or his designee. 

COUNTY ENGINEER - the County Engineer or his designee. 

COVENANT - a recordable instrument which runs with the land binding the 
fee simple owner, its heirs, successors, and assigns recorded pursuant to 
Section 22-27; Covenant; it may include a recorded Developer's Agreement. 
It shall include Palm Beach County as a party or intended beneficiary. 
CREDIT - a reduction in the particular Impact Fee based on: (1) previous 
payments, such taxes for debt service on bond issues, for which no 
benefit was received, and future payments of the Development toward the 
Capital Facilities for which the Impact Fee is assessed; (2) a reduction 
of impact due to redevelopment of existing square footage; (3) other 
assessments for the same Capital Facilities; (4) In-kind Contributions; 
or (5), in the case of Park Impact Fees, alternative municipal provision 
of like Capital Facilities, or proximity to the beach. 

DEVELOPER - a person engaged in Development. 

DEVELOPERS AGREEMENT - an agreement between Palm Beach County and a 
Feepayer or Developer entered into pursuant to the Florida Local 
Government Development Agreement Act; Florida Statutes Sections 163.3220, 
et. seq. 

DEVELOPMENT - as the context indicates, either: (1) The carrying on of 
construction or any physical alteration of a building or structure; (2) 
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the result of such activity; (3) a legally describable parcel of land 
developed under a common plan; or (4) the change in any use of a 
structure or land that increases the impact on Capital Facilities for 
which the particular Impact Fee(s) is assessed. It includes the 
placement of a mobile home for dwelling purposes. 

ENCUMBER - to reserve or earmark funds for a specific expenditure or an 
identified project. 

FEEPAYER - the person paying the Impact Fee associated with a Building 
Permit or change in land use, or his agent. 

HOTEL/MOTEL - a public lodging establishment consisting of a building or 
group of buildings in which Units which are kept, used, maintained, or 
advertised as, or held out to the public to be a place where sleeping or 
housekeeping accommodations are supplied for pay for Transient Occupancy. 
IMPACT FEE APPEALS BOARD - the board established by Section 22-29; Impact 
Fee Appeals Board. 

IMPACT FEE COORDINATOR - the County official described in Section 22-30; 
Impact Fee Coordinator, or designee. 

INDEPENDENT STUDY; INDEPENDENT CALCULATION - the data, analysis, and 
Report prepared by a Feepayer or Developer (containing such information 
and analysis required by the Impact Fee Coordinator) for purposes of 
establishing a different Impact Fee amount than that set forth in this 
article. 

IN-KIND CONTRIBUTION - a conveyance, dedication, construction, placement, 
delivery, or remittance, as the case may be, of land, buildings, 
improvements, fixtures, personal property, or money to the County or 
School Board for Capital Facilities for which Impact Fees are levied 
pursuant to this Article. 

ISSUANCE; ISSUANCE OF BUILDING PERMIT; BUILDING PERMIT ISSUED; ISSUED - 
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the release of a Building Permit; or, in the case of a lapsea or 
cancelled Building Permit, the renewal or extension of such lapsed or 
cancelled Building Permit; following approval of the building plans and 
specifications by the authority having jurisdiction. 

LOCAL GOVERNMENT - the Palm Beach County or a Municipality in Palm Beach 
County, Florida. 
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MEDICAL OFFICES - establishments engaged in providing health care 
services on an out-patient basis, including doctors, dentists, physical 
therapists, and chiropractors. It does not include establishments 
supporting health care services which the patient does not visit, such as 
laboratories and medical supply stores. 

MIXED USE - a group of different uses of land within a building or 
buildings for which a Building Permit or permits is/are sought. 
MULTI-FAMILY - a structure designed with more than four (4) dwelling 
Units structurally attached. 

MUNICIPALITY - a general purpose Local Governmental entity created by the 
State Legislature and governed by Florida Statutes Chapter 166. 

NEW CAPITAL FACILITIES - newly constructed, expanded, or added capital 
facilities which provide additional capacity. It shall not include that 
portion of reconstruction or remodeling of existing facilities which does 
not relate to additional capacity. 

NON-COMMENCEMENT - the failure to begin, or discontinuation of, 
construction activity that would make a material change in a structure as 
evidenced by the cancellation, lapsing, or revocation of the Building 
Permit; or the failure to begin or discontinuation of any other land 
Development activity that would make a material change in the use of 
land. It shall also apply to the overpayment of Impact Fee through 
miscalculation. 

OFFICE - a building used primarily for conducting the affairs of, or 
administration of, a business, organization, profession, service, 
industry, or similar activity. 

PERFORMANCE SECURITY - sufficient funds irrevocably committed by written 
instrument to secure complete performance of a contract or condition of a 
DEVELOPMENT ORDER, DEVELOPER'S AGREEMENT, or COVENANT in the form (as

approved by the County Attorney) of one of tne following in U.S. funds: 

(A) Irrevocable Letter of Credit; 

(B) Escrow Agreement; 

(C) Surety Bond; 

(D) Cash Bond; or 

(E) Any other form of comparable security as (A)-(D) 

approved by the County Attorney. 
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PLANNED DEVELOPMENT - a land area under unified control that is designed 
and planned to be developed in a single operation or by a series of 
prescheduled Development phases according to an officially approved final 
master land use plan or site plan, including planned Unit Developments, 
planned residential Developments, planned commercial Developments, 
planned industrial Park districts, congregate living facilities, and 
similar planned Developments. 

REPORT - the Technical Memorandum on the Methods Used to Calculate Impact 
Fees - Palm Beach County, Florida; James Nicholas, Ph.D.; Eighth Draft, 
Revised; August 28, 1989. 

RESIDENTIAL DEVELOPMENT - a building or portion of a building or land 
used primarily for human habitation. 

RETAIL - a land use where: (1) merchandise is sold primarily in 
individual units (not in bulk) primarily for individual consumption or 
use, and the rendering of services incidental to the sale of such 
merchandise; or (2) services such as entertainment, eating and drinking, 
and personal services are provided. 

SINGLE FAMILY ATTACHED - a structure designed as one dwelling Unit 
intended to be occupied by one (1) family and physically or structurally 
connected to at least one (1) other dwelling Unit. Dwelling Units in 
buildings consisting of four (4) or fewer attached dwelling Units are 
Single Family Attached Units. 

SINGLE FAMILY DETACHED - a structure designed as one dwelling Unit 
intended to be occupied exclusively by one (1) family and structurally or 
physically connected to no other dwelling Unit. 

SPECIAL ALLOCATION - the assignment by the Board of County Commissioners 
of Impact Fee Credits for In-kind Contributions to a Developer(s) or 
Feepayer(s), or portion(s) of a Development. It may involve the pro 
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rating of* Impact Fee Credits for In-kind Contributions. 

SPENT - the commitment of funds to a particular Capital Facility 
acquisition by the awarding of the contract. 

SQUARE FOOTAGE - (1) for purposes of residential Development, the 
conditioned area of the building as established pursuant to the Florida 
Energy Efficiency Code for Building Construction, (2) of all buildings or 
structures covered by a roof that provides shelter or cover. (3) For 
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purposes of non-residential land uses, the gross constructed area of all 
buildings or structures covered by a roof that provides shelter or cover 
plus any area adjacent to but outside of the enclosing exterior walls 
that has a constructed floor and is covered by a sheltering roof 
contiguous with the building. (4) This shall include the conditioned 
floor area for residential and gross floor area of non-residential of 
each floor of a multiple story building and is measured from the outside 
of the exterior walls or constructed floor and is expressed in square 
feet. In the case of attached units the common wall shall be measured 
from the center of the wall. Any space where the floor-to-ceiling height 
is less than six (6) feet is not included in this definition. If the 
residential structure has no conditioned area, it shall be the living 
area of the builidng. Accessory structures or buildings not intended for 
permanent occupancy are not included in this definition. Examples of 
accessory structures are utility buildings and detached non-permanent 
sheds, freestanding carports, parking structures, boathouses, structures 
that solely house electrical or mechanical equipment, non-residential 
farm buildings on farms, and temporary buildings or sheds used 
exclusively for construction purposes. In the case of a land use, or 
portion thereof, which involves primarily outdoor uses, such as retail 
nurseries. Square Footage consists of the total area of the portion of 
the property on which the use exists. 

TRANSIENT OCCUPANCY - occupancy when it is the intention of the parties 
that the occupancy will be for less than one month. 

UNIT - a building or portion of a building, or a mobile home used 
primarily for human habitation purposes with separate cooking and/or 
dining facilities. In the case of Hotel or Motel, or Congregate Living 
Facility, it shall mean the room.

VALUE - in the case cf land, the appraised Value as determined by an 
appraiser from a list of approved appraisers of the County; and in the 
case of improvements to real property or chattel, the actual cost to the 
Feepayer or Developer of such improvements or chattel. In all cases the 
Value shall be established in or as if in an arms length, bona fide 
transaction in a competitive market between a willing seller and willing 
buyer, neither of whom are under any special circumstances; as approved 
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by the Impact Fee Coordinator based upon the standards in this Article. 

If the Impact Fee Coordinator rejects the appraised Value, he may obtain 
another appraisal using an appraiser from the approved list, in which 
case that appraisal shall control. 

ZONE - the geographic area as set forth in each individual Division 
within which impact fees are collected and spent. 

Section 22-19 Rules of Construction; Severability. 

(a) The Rules of construction set forth in Section 1-2; Rules of 
Construction and Definitions; of this Code shall apply to, and are 
incorporated into, each Division of this Article as if set forth therein 
in their entirety. 

(b) The provisions of this Division 1; Generally; are hereby 
incorporated into each Division of this Article as if set forth fully 
therein. 

(c) If any Section, Subsection, paragraph, sentence, clause, 
phrase, word or portion of this Article is for any reason held or 
declared to be unconstitutional, inoperative, or void such holding shall 
not affect the remaining portions of this Article, and it shall be 
construed to have been the legislative intent to pass Article without 
such unconstitutional, invalid, or inoperative part therein; and the 
remainder of this Article after the exclusion of such part or parts shall 
be deemed and held to be valid as if such part or parts had not been 
included herein. Further, it shall be construed to be the legislative 
intent that the part held or declared to be unconstitutional, invalid, 
inapplicable, or inoperative shall remain applicable and effective in all 
Divisions of this Article into which such part is incorporated unless 
expressly and specifically ruled unconstitutional, invalid, inapplicable, 
or inoperative as to such Division. If this Article shall be held 
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inapplicable to any person, group of persons, property, kind of property, 
circumstances, or set of circumstances such holding shall affect the 
applicability hereof to any other person, property or circumstance if the 
Impact Fee Coordinator, upon consultation with the County Attorney, 
determines that there is no material difference in the persons, 
properties, or circumstances. 
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Section 22-20 Fee Imposed. 

(a)(1) There are hereby assessed impact fees on all Development 
issued a Building Permit for which a complete application was made on or 
after October 1, 1989. For those land uses which do not require a 
Building Permit, the impact fees are hereby assessed on the final 
Development Order approved for which a complete application was made on 
or after October 1, 1989. 

(2) For applications that are pending on October 1, 1989, the 
Building Permit must be Issued within thirty (30) days of the date the 
application is approved for Issuance of the Building Permit and the 
construction must proceed in good faith or Impact Fees will be assessed. 
It is the responsibility of the applicant for the Building Permit to 
ensure the permit is Issued once the application is approved for issuance 
of the Building Permit and the Local Government is prepared to Issue the 
Building Permit. There are hereby assessed Impact Fees on all 
Development for which the Building Permit application was made after 
August 1, 1989 and prior to October 1, 1989 and for which the Building 
Permit was not Issued within thirty (30) days of the date the application 
was approved for Issuance of the Building Permit. There are hereby 
assessed Impact Fees on all Development for which the Building Permit 
application was made after August 1, 1989 and prior to October 1, 1989 
and for which the Building Permit was issued on which construction is not 
proceeding in good faith. For purposes of this Section 22-20; Fee 
Imposed; construction shall be presumed to be proceeding in good faith if 
an inspection is scheduled on completed work prior to one hundred eighty 
(180) days following the issuance of the Building Permit or the previous 
approved inspection, as the case may be. For purposes of this Section 
22-20; Fee Imposed; the application shall be considered to have been 
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approved tor Issuance of the Building Permit when the Building Official: 
(1) has completed the review of the application, and the plans and 
specifications; (2) determined that the Standard Building Code, as 
amended, is met; and (3) is prepared to Issue the Building Permit upon 
payment of all fees. 

(3) There are hereby assessed Impact Fees on all Development 
for which the Building Permit application was made prior to October 1, 
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1989 and for which the Building Permit expired, lapsed, or was abandoned 
or cancelled; and then renewed or extended on or after October 1, 1989. 

(b) The Impact Fees shall be assessed on all Development as set 
forth in each Division of this Article. The amount of the Impact Fees 
shall be as set forth in the schedule of each Division of this Article, 
except as otherwise established pursuant to a County-approved Independent 
Calculation. The Feepayer shall have the option of using the fee 
schedule or the Independent Calculation. 

(c) The schedules used shall be the schedules applicable to the 
Local Government within which the Building Permit is issued and for the 
land use and building type for which the Building Permit is issued. 

(d) (1) The Impact Fees shall be paid no later than the time the 
Building Permit is issued. For those land uses not requiring a Building 
Permit, the fee shall be paid prior to the commencement of Development. 

(2) In the event Impact Fee funds which were paid by check, 
draft, or other negotiable instrument, do not clear, the Building Permit 
or Development Order authorizing the Development for which the Impact 
Fees were paid shall be suspended. The Local Government which Issued the 
Building Permit or Development Order shall send by certified mail notice 
to the Feepayer using a form provided by the County. If the Impact Fees, 
together with any charges for the funds not clearing, are not paid within 
ten (10) business days following mailing of the notice, the Building 
Permit or Development Order shall be of no further force and effect for 
purposes of this Article and a stop work order shall be issued and not 
lifted until such time as the Impact Fees are paid and the funds clear. 

(e) Independent Calculation. 

(1) The Feepayer, at his option may submit evidence to the 
Impact Fee Coordinator indicating that the Impact Fee as established in 
the schedules set forth in each Division is not appropriate for the 
particular Development or that the Feepayer or Developer is entitled to 
additional Credit. The Impact Fee Coordinator shall adjust the Impact 
Fee if substantial evidence is submitted that clearly demonstrates an 
adjustment is necessary under the methodology upon which the Impact Fee 
is based. The burden shall be upon the Feepayer to provide all relevant 
data, analysis, and Reports which would assist the Impact Fee Coordinator 
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in making a determination. The analysis and Report must be based on 
generally accepted practices and methodologies and the formulae set forth 
in this Article. 

(2) Independent Calculations for Credits for In-kind 
Contributions made after the effective date of this Article shall be 
submitted to and approved by the Impact Fee Coordinator prior to 
effecting the contribution. 

(3) The Impact Fee Coordinator's action in adjusting or 
refusing to adjust the impact fee pursuant to an Independent Calculation 
shall be in writing and must be transmitted by certified mail to the 
Feepayer. This decision may be appealed to the Impact Fee Appeals Board 
by filing a written petition with the Impact Fee Coordinator within 
fifteen (15) days of the Impact Fee Coordinator's transmittal of the 
written decision. It shall specifically state the reasons for the appeal 
and shall contain such data and documentation that the appellant seeks to 
rely upon. Petitions not timely filed and delivered to the Impact Fee 
Coordinator shall be deemed waived. 

(f) The Impact Fee Coordinator shall require that a Covenant 
running with the land be executed and recorded on the Development's 
property in accordance with Section 22-27 where: (1) the Independent 
Calculation is based on a use of land having a lesser impact than that 
upon which the schedule set forth in each Division is based, as 
applicable; (2) the Development could be put to a use having a greater 
impact than that proposed with such greater use not requiring future 
approval by the Local Government; (3) or for such other reasons necessary 
to ensure compliance with this Article. 

(g) Review.(1) The schedule of each Impact Fee shall be reviewed 
at least once each biennium to update costs. Credits, and generation

rates. Where the review warrants changed Impact Fees, this Article shall 
be amended. 

(2) The review shall include an analysis of the level of 
service for each Impact Fee. If the average level of service is not 
consistent with the level of service upon which the respective Impact Fee 
amount is based, the amount shall be adjusted based upon the 
then-existing average level of service. 
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Section 22-21 Zones/Trust Funds. 

(a) Each Division of this Article establishes the Zone(s) and 
trust fund(s) for each Impact Fee. 

(b) The trust funds shall be invested by the County in interest 
bearing sources and all income derived shall accrue to the applicable 
trust fund. 

(c) The funds shall be used only for Capital Facility Costs for 
which the impact fee was levied and which would add capacity needed to 
serve new Development. 

(d) The respective trust funds shall be non-lapsing. 

Section 22-22 Collection; Administrative Fees. 

(a) Prior to the Issuance of a Building Permit the Feepayer shall 
pay, and the issuing authority shall collect, the applicable Impact Fees 
in the amounts set forth in this Article. For land uses not requiring a 
Building Permit, the authorization to develop shall not be granted until 
the Impact Fees have been paid. 

(b) Municipalities are only collecting agents of the County. As 
such. Municipalities shall have no liability for funds collected 
hereunder as to claims of Feepayers or Developers. Municipalities shall 
be responsible to the County, or in the case of the School Impact Fee the 
County or Palm Beach County School Board, for the proper collection and 
remittance of all impact fees required pursuant to this Article. The 
Municipality shall not be liable for inadvertant errant calculations of 
Impact Fee amounts. 

(c) The Local Government collecting the Impact Fees shall be 
entitled to retain two percentum (2%) of the funds collected by that 
authority to offset the costs associated with the administration of this 
Article and in the case of the County the investment, administration, 

4 

accounting, expenaicure, and auditing of the funds. Two percentum (2%) 
of the Value of In-kind Contributions shall not be retained. Belle 
Glade, South Bay, and Pahokee shall be entitled to retain four percentum 
(4%) of the funds collected rather than two percentum (2%) because Park 
Impact Fees, School Impact Fees, and Fair Share Contribution for Road 
Improvement Fees are not assessed. Any reference to the two percentum 
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(2%) administrative retainage shall mean four percentum (4%) as to Belle 
Glade, South Bay, and Pahokee. 

(d) Funds collected by the County as a result of Development in 
the Unincorporated Area or in those Municipalities for which the County 
collects Impact Fees pursuant to paragraph (h) shall be deposited 
promptly in the appropriate trust fund, less the two percent (2%) for 
costs associated with the collection of the funds. 

(e) Funds collected by the Municipalities shall be remitted to 
the County Finance Department no later than fifteen (15) calendar days 
following the end of the month in which the fees were collected, less two 
percentum (2%) which may, at the discretion of the collecting 
Municipality, be retained for costs associated with the collection and 
remittance of the funds. One draft may be used to remit the funds to the 
County. Funds received from the Municipalities shall shall be deposited 
promptly in the appropriate trust fund. 

(f) Such records and documentation shall be provided and 
maintained (as required by the County) to ensure proper collection, 
remittance, accounting, controls, and auditability. The County shall 
have authority to audit the municipality with respect to Impact Fees, and 
Fair Share Contribution for Road Improvement Fees. 

(g) The Impact Fee Coordinator shall furnish such information and 
advice to the Municipalities necessary to ensure proper collection, 
remittance, accounting, controls, and auditability. 

(h) At the sole option of the Municipality, the Municipality may 
require that Feepayers pay the impact fees directly to the County prior 
to the Issuance of the Building Permit. Such direct payment shall be 
pursuant to an interlocal governmental agreement only. No separate 
interlocal governmental agreement for Impact Fee collection by the County 
shall be necessary where the County acts as permitting authority for the 
municipality pursuant to an interlocal governmental agreement. The 
County shall not charge the municipality for the County's collection of 
the Impact Fees. In the event funds are paid directly to the County the 
Municipality shall not be entitled to the two percent (2%) administrative 
fee. Nothing in this paragraph shall preclude the direct payment of 
Impact Fees to the County where warranted by circumstances surrounding a 
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particular Development. The Impact Fee Coordinator shall provide such 
documentation to the Municipality as required by the Municipality 
evidencing payment of the impact fees. 

(i) Except as provided in this paragraph (i), the Municipality 
may keep any interest earned on the funds in addition to the two 
percentum (2%) to offset the costs of collecting, remitting, and 
accounting for the funds. In the event the Impact fees are not remitted 
by the fifteenth (15th) calendar day following the end of the month in 
which the impact fees were collected the Municipality shall forfeit the 
two percentum (2%) administrative fee. In the event the impact fees are 
not remitted by the twenty-fifth (25th) calendar day of the month 
following the end of the month in which the impact fees were collected 
the Municipality shall forfeit the two percentum (2%) administrative fee 
and shall pay simple interest at the statutory rate of twelve percentum 
(12%) per annum on the entire amount accrued. Interest shall accrue 
beginning the first (1st) day of the month following the end of the month 
in which the impact fees were collected. 

(j) For purposes of this Section 22-22; Collection, 

Administrative Fees; the funds shall be considered to have been remitted, 
if mailed by U.S. Mail, Certified Mail, with the proper postage affixed 
thereto, on the date the mailing is postmarked. 

(k) Reports of County. Public Reports on Impact Fees shall be 
provided at least semi-annually on a Zone by Zone basis for each Impact 
Fee and distributed to each Municipality. The reports shall show the 
amount collected in each Zone and from each Local Government, the 
encumbering of the funds by Zone, and the expenditure of funds. 

Section 22-23 Exemptions. 

Exemption - The following shall be exempted from the payment of

the respective Impact Fees as applicable: 

(a)(1) Alteration, expansion or replacement of a building or Unit 
existing on January 1, 1989 or a presently existing building or Unit 
where the number of Units or square footage is not increased or the use 
does not change or any change in use results in no new impact on a 
Capital Facility for which the Impact Fee is assessed. 
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1 (2) A use of structure or land which has been abandoned for a 

2 period of more than five (5) years shall not be considered existing for 

3 purposes of this Section and Section 22-24; Credit. Any previous payment 

4 of impact fees under this Article shall be Credited against the 

5 appropriate impact fees owed as a result of the change. The burden of 

6 demonstrating the existence of a use or structure or previous payment of 

7 impact fees shall be upon the Feepayer. In cases where a use is 

8 existing, any additional fees shall be based upon the alteration to the 

9 existing use or structure. 

10 (b) The construction of accessory buildings or structures where 

11 the use is not changed such that an additional impact results and the 

12 number of Units or Square Footage is not increased. 

13 (c) An exemption must be claimed by the Feepayer or Developer at 

14 the time of the Issuance of a Building Permit. Any exemption not so 

15 claimed shall be deemed to have been waived by the Feepayer or Developer. 

16 (d) The construction of publicly owned governmental buildings or 

17 facilities. 

18 Section 22-24 Credits. 

19 (a) There shall be Credit given against appropriate Impact Fees 

20 for the following: 

21 (1) Redevelopment of an existing building or unit; 

22 (2) Special district assessments for the same facilities being 

23 addressed by an Impact Fee; or 

24 (3) In-kind Contributions. 

25 (b) Redevelopment of Existing Building/Change in Land Use. (1) 

26 Where alteration, expansion or replacement of a building or Unit; or a 

27 change in land use existing on January 1, 1989 or presently existing 

28 which involves an increase in the number of units or Square Footage or a

29 change in use resulting in new impacts on a Capital Facility for which 

30 the Impact Fee is assessed. Credit shall be given for the number of 

31 existing Units or Square Feet based upon the previous land use and Impact 

32 Fees shall only be assessed on the increased impact. 

33 (2) In the case of an addition to an existing residential 

34 building, the Feepayer shall provide to the Local Government Issuing the 

35 Building Permit a certification of an architect setting forth the Square 
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Footage of the existing building. In the case of an addition to an 
existing residential building, the Feepayer, at his sole option, may pay 
the Impact Fee for the addition as if it alone was a new building rather 
than provide the certification of an architect setting forth the Square 
Footage of the existing building. 

(c) Special District Assessments. A Credit shall be given 
against the particular Impact Fee where the same Capital Facility is 
provided by a special district rather than Palm Beach County and the 
individual property owners are assessed for the Capital Facility and, for 
those Capital Facilities provided by the special district after the 
effective date of this Article, the County has approved such pursuant to 
paragraph (i) of this Section 22-24; Credits. 

(d) In-kind Contributions. In-kind Contributions made to the 
County shall be Credited against the Development's Impact Fees in 
accordance with this Section and the respective Divisions of this 
Article. Credits for In-kind Contributions shall apply only to the 
particular Impact Fee of a Division; e.g.. Park Impact Fee Credits may 
not be applied against Fire-Rescue Impact Fees. No credit shall be given 
for In-kind Contributions which are not Capital Facilities or which were 
not made for Capital Facility costs. 

(e) (1) In-kind Contributions Prior to Effective Date of this 
Article. In the case of In-kind Contributions made to the County prior 
to the effective date of this Article, and except as specifically 
provided in the Development Order or Developer's Agreement, the Value of 
the In-kind Contribution at the time of conveyance, dedication, 
construction, placement, delivery, or remittance, as the case may be, 
shall be pro rated between the Building Permits for which complete 
application was made prior to October 1, 1989 and Building Permits in the 
Development which remain to be issued and for which uu Complete 
application was made prior to October 1, 1989. The portion of the Value 
allocated to the Building Permits for which complete application was made 
on or after October 1, 1989 shall be adjusted to present Value as of 
October 1, 1989 using a compound interest rate of six percentum (6%) per 
annum, compounded quarterly. The portion allocated to the Building 
Permits for which complete application was made on or after October 1,

1989 and adjusted to present Value shall be Credited. At the option of 
the Feepayer, when the County reviews and updates the Impact Fee for 
which the Credit is established the then-remaining available Credit, if 
any, may be adjusted. The adjustment shall be the same percentage as the 
percentage of increased costs of Capital Facilities to the County used in 
establishing the updated Impact Fee amount. For purposes of determining 
how many permits and the land use and square footage associated with 
such, the number of permits shall be determined by the most recently 
approved Master or Site Plan, the size and land use of the proposed 
buildings for the remainder of the Planned Development, the ability to 
build that Square Footage given other land development regulations, and 
other relevant information. 

(2) The apportionment of credits provisions set forth in 
paragraph (e)(1) shall be reviewed by the Board of County Commissioners 
within nine (9) months of the effective date of this Article and amended 
as the Board sees fit. 

(f)(1) In-kind Contribution After Effective Date of this Article. 
In the case of an In-kind Contribution made to the County after the 
effective date of this Article the Value of the In-kind Contribution 
shall be Credited in accordance with this paragraph (f). 

(2) If the conveyance, dedication, construction, placement, 
delivery, or remittance, as the case may be, was to have been made prior 
to the effective date of this Article pursuant to a condition of a 
Development Order, a Developer's Agreement, or otherwise as required by a 
Local Government: (1) The Value of the In-kind Contribution shall be 
established as of the required date of conveyance, dedication, 
construction, placement, delivery, or remittance; (2) the six percentum 
(6%) compound interest adjustment (compounded quarterly) shall commence 
on the date of conveyance, dedication, construction, placement, delivery, 
or remittance; and (3) the apportionment of Value shall be based on the 
date conveyance, dedication, placement, delivery, or remittance was to 
have been made. 

(3) At the option of the Feepayer, when the County reviews and 
updates the impact fee for which the Credit is established, the 
then-remaining available Credit, if any, may be adjusted. The adjustment 
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1 shall be the same percentage as the percentage of increased costs of 

2 Capital Facilities to the County used in establishing the updated Impact 

3 Fee amount. 

4 (g) Application of Credits. The Credit shall be applied to the 

5 respective full Impact Fee associated with the first Building Permits 

6 issued for the Development for which complete application was made on or 

7 after October 1, 1989, until the Credit is exhausted. After such 

8 exhaustion the remainder of the Impact Fee for which a Credit was 

9 obtained shall be paid in full. The Credit shall be calculated and 

10 applied in dollar amounts and not numbers of permits. 

11 (h) Special Allocation. 

12 (1) In the case of an amendment to a Planned Development which 

13 involves only a portion thereof and for which an In-kind Contribution is 

14 or was made, the Credit, at the option of the Developer making the 

15 In-kind Contribution, may be applied only to that portion of the Planned 

16 Development for which the In-kind Contribution was made. 

17 (2) Notwithstanding the provisions in paragraph (4), below, 

18 where Fair Share Contribution for Road Improvements Credits for In-kind 

19 Contributions have been pro rated or assigned to a certain Developer or 

20 portion of a Development through past practices, no petition for a 

21 Special Allocation need be filed provided a Covenant is executed in 

22 accordance with paragraph (4), below. 

23 (3) Except as specifically provided in a Development Order, 

24 any person or assignee of that person who made or makes an In-kind 

25 Contribution for a Planned Development may petition the Board of County 

26 Commissioners for a Special Allocation of the respective Impact Fee 

27 Credits within the Planned Development. Said petition must be in writing 

28 and filed with the Impact Fee Coordinator. For In-kind Contributions 

4 

29 made after the effective date of this Article sucft petition shall be made 

30 prior to effecting the In-kind Contribution. Each Development, or 

31 portion for which an In-kind Contribution was made as described in 

32 paragraph (1), above, shall be permitted to make only one Special 

33 Allocation. The petition shall state the reasons for the Special 

34 Allocation and shall contain all deeds and sale/purchase of owners in 

35 undeveloped portions of the Planned Development. The petitioner shall 
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pay all costs of providing notice to all owners of undeveloped portions 
of the Planned Development by certified mail, return receipt requested. 
The Special Allocation may include a condition that a Covenant including 
the terms set forth in paragraph (4) below be executed. The Board of 
County Commissioners may establish a reasonable fee. 

(4) In the case of a Special Allocation sought where the 
petitioner does not at the time the Special Allocation is made own the 
entire Planned Development for which the Credit is sought, the petitioner 
shall execute a Covenant supported by separate consideration from the 
County. Said Covenant shall provide that the owner, its heirs, 
successors, and assigns shall indemnify and defend the County against any 
and all claims for Credits not received by other Developers in yet-to-be 
developed portions of the Planned Development. A joinder and consent of 
the mortgagee(s) supported by consideration from the County shall also be 
executed in recordable form. The Impact Fee Coordinator shall record the 
documents in the Official Records of the Clerk of the Circuit Court in 
and for Palm Beach County. 

(h) Credit shall be given for land at such time as marketable 
title in fee simple absolute is conveyed to the County, free of 
encumbrances with such documentation and requirements set by the Board of 
County Commission or the County Administrator for the acceptance of real 
property. Credit shall be given for personal property at such time as a 
bill of sale absolute and, where applicable, title for such property is 
delivered to the County. Credit for money shall be given at such time as 
the funds are delivered to the County. 

(i) Credit for contributions of or for Capital Facilities to 
governmental entities other than the County and for the provision of 
Capital Facilities by a special district as set forth in paragraph (c) of

this Section 22-24; Credits; may be given only upon petition co the 
Impact Fee Coordinator. Approval of the Impact Fee Coordinator must be 
obtained prior to effecting the contribution for all contributions made 
on or after the effective date of this Article. In determining whether 
the contribution or provision of the Capital Facility by a special 
district shall receive a credit, the Impact Fee Coordinator with the 
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1 input of the agency receiving the Impact Fee shall apply the following 

2 criteria: 

3 (1) Consistency with the Palm Beach County Comprehensive Plan 

4 as to the cost, location, size of facility, and timing. 

5 (2) Amount that would be spent by the County if it were to 

6 construct the Capital Facility. 

7 (3) Extent to which the Capital Facility provides the same or 

8 similar functions as the Capital Facilities for which the Credit is 

9 sought. 

10 (4) Extent of control that the County has in ensuring that the 

11 Capital Facility will continue to provide the same or similar functions. 

12 (5) Whether the Capital Facility is open to all persons 

13 regardless of residency. 

14 (6) The short and intermediate plans of the agency which would 

15 receive the Impact Fee funds regarding the timing, location, cost, and 

16 size of the Capital Facility. 

17 (7) The impact of encouraging new Development in the area 

18 which would be served by the Capital Facility on the ability of local 

19 government and special districts to provide other needed infrastructure 

20 and services. 

21 (8) The pattern of Development and its relationship to other 

22 Development, infrastructure, and resources that could result from 

23 encouraging new Development. 

24 (9) The budget and allocation of revenues. 

25 (j) The amount of Credit shall be determined by the Impact Fee 

26 Coordinator pursuant to an application for an Independent Calculation. 

27 It shall be the burden of the person claiming the Credit to provide the 

28 Impact Fee Coordinator with all information and analysis relevant to the 

4 

4 

29 claimed credit. The determination of the Impact Fee Coordinator must be 

30 rendered in writing and transmitted to the petitioner within forty-five 

31 (45) days of submission of a complete petition for Credit, unless the 

32 Impact Fee Coordinator and petitioner agree to a different time. The 

33 petition shall not be considered complete until all information and 

34 analysis required by the Impact Fee Coordinator have been provided. If a 

35 petition for Credit is pending. Building Permits may be issued without 
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payment of an Impact Fee provided the Impact Fee is escrowed by an 
agreement approved by the Impact Fee Coordinator. 

(k) In the event that an In-kind Contribution is not made prior 
to the Issuance of Building Permits, the Feepayer or Developer shall post 
Performance Security with the County to ensure completion of the In-kind 
Contribution or payment of the impact fee. No Building Permit shall be 
issued until the Performance Security is posted. Building Permits shall 
not be issued, or shall be revoked, if Performance Security lapses or is 
found to be insufficient. Building Permits shall not be issued if the 
Performance Security lapses or is found to be insufficient. Notice of 
the Performance Security shall be recorded referencing the Development 
land, or shall be referenced in the Covenant set forth in Section 22-27; 
Covenant. This Section 22-24 shall not apply to In-kind Contributions of 
land, except where the land was to have been dedicated or conveyed prior 
to the effective date of this article and was not conveyed and for which 
the Developer or Feepayer is taking action to perfect fee simple absolute 
marketable title free of encumbrances in the County. 

(l) Credit shall be applied only to the Development for, or from, 
which the In-kind Contribution was made, and not to any other 
Development. 

(m) The Feepayer or Developer may petition the Impact Fee Appeals 
Board to review the Credit determination of the Impact Fee Coordinator. 

In addition to reviewing the Reports and independent calculation, as 
applicable, the Impact Fee Appeals Board may consider additional relevant 
evidence such as whether a Developer or Feepayer has reasonably relied on 
any act or omission of the County and therefore substantially changed his 
position such that an estoppel exists. In making such a determination, 
the Impact Fee Appeals Board shall consider the advice of the Impact Fee

Coordinator and may seek the legal advice of the County Attorney. The 
burden shall be on the petitioner to affirmatively demonstrate a material 
error in the decision or estoppel. The written petition must be filed 
with the Impact Fee Coordinator within fifteen (15) days of the Impact 
Fee Coordinator's transmittal of the written determination. The petition 
shall state the reasons for the appeal and include such information and 
documentation on which the petitioner seeks to rely. 
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(n) In establishing the amount and allocation of Credit, the 
Impact Fee Coordinator, Impact Fee Appeals Board, and Board of County 
Commissioners, as the case may be, shall be governed by the provisions of 
this article, the Reports and independent calculation, as applicable. 

(o) In the case of Credits for the In-kind Contribution being 
given against other governmental requirements, the County, and Feepayer 
and Developer, shall ensure that the total Credits given do not exceed 
the Value, as may be adjusted pursuant to this Section 22-24; Credits. 

(p) The burden of producing evidence, and existence of, and 
entitlement to a Credit shall be on the Feepayer or Developer applying 
for the Credit. 

Section 22-25 Refunds. 

(a)(1) Non-commencement. In the case of Non-commencement on 
Development for which Impact Fees were collected by a Municipality, the 
Impact Fees shall be refunded by the Municipality provided the funds have 
not been remitted to the County. If the funds have been remittedto or 
collected by the County, the County shall provide the refund. Refunds 
shall be made only upon documentation as set forth in paragraph (3) and 
shall be made to the Feepayer, unless another person is designated by the 
Feepayer, in which case that designated person shall receive the refund. 
Applications for refund for Non-Commencement and change in land use or 
structure shall be made within one (1) year of the permit lapsing, or 
being revoked or cancelled or the permit modification for a change to the 
structure or change in land use, or the event giving rise to the refund 
request, not to exceed three (3) years following the date the Building 
Permit is Issued. Refunds not requested within such time shall be deemed 
to have been waived. Refunds for Non-Commencement shall be the amount 
paid, less a total administrative fee of four percentum (4 Z) and six 

4 

percentum* (6%) for Impact Fees collected by Belle Glade, South Bay, and 
Pahokee (an additional two percentum (2%). Refunds resulting from the 
Local Government's miscalculation of Impact Fees shall not be charged the 
administrative fees on the amount refunded, 

(2) No refunds shall be given for a change in land use or 
structure after occupancy has occurred. 
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(3) The petition for a refund for non-commencement must be 
submitted to the Impact Fee Coordinator and must contain the following: 

a. A notarized sworn statement that the petitioner is the 
Feepayer or is otherwise entitled to the refund and the basis for the 
refund. 

b. A copy of the dated receipt issued for payment of the 
Impact Fees, or other proof of the date and amount of payment of the fees 
for the Development. 

c. If the person seeking the refund is not the Feepayer, a 
copy of the document submitted to the collecting entity listing that 
person as entitled to the refund. 

(b) Timely encumbrance. 

(1) Funds collected hereunder shall be Encumbered within six 
(6) years of the date of payment and Spent within nine (9) years of the 
date of payment or refund shall be made provided the requirements of 
paragraph (2) below, are met: 

(2) The then-present owner must petition the Impact Fee 
Coordinator for the refund within one (1) year following the end of the 
sixth or ninth year (as the case may be) from the date on which the 
impact fee was paid. The petition must contain the following: 

a. A notarized sworn statement that the petitioner is the 
current fee simple owner of the property, and is entitled to the refund, 
and the basis for the refund. 

b. A copy of the dated receipt issued for payment of the 
impact fees, or other proof of the date and amount of payment of the fees 
for the Development. 

c. A certified copy of the latest recorded deed. 

d. A copy of the most recent ad valorem tax bill. 

* 

4 (3; Within three (3) months from the date of receipt of a 
petition for refund, the Impact Fee Coordinator shall advise the 
petitioner and the Board of County Commissioners of the status of the fee 
requested for refund. For the purpose of this Section, fees collected 
shall be deemed to be Encumbered and Spent on the basis of the first fee 
in shall be the first fee out. In other words, the first money placed in 
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a trust fund account shall be deemed the first money taken out of that 
account when withdrawals have been made. 

(4) When the money requested is still in the trust fund 
account after the petition has been made and has not been Encumbered by 
the end of the calendar quarter immediately following six (6) years from 
the date the fees were paid or has not been Spent by the end of the 
calendar quarter immediately following nine (9) years from the date the 
fees were paid, the money shall be returned with interest accrued at the 
rate of six (6) percent per annum. 

(5) If more than five percentum (5%) of the Impact Fee collected 
in any fiscal year of the County for any single trust fund remains 
Unencumbered after the end of the sixth fiscal year following the end of 
fiscal year in which the funds were collected, the County shall send 
notices to the then-present property owners informing them of the 
refundability of the Impact Fees. Following mailing or delivery of 
notice, the property owner shall have six (6) months within which to file 
a petition for refund in accordance with this Section. If no such 
petition is filed, the claim to refund shall be deemed waived. 

Section 22-26 Lien; Withhold Development Orders. 

(a) If through error, omission, or intent the impact fees are not 
paid in full, the amount unpaid, together with statutory interest 
accruing from thirty (30) days following date written notice by certified 
mail return receipt requested is sent to the then-present owner, shall be 
a lien against the property on which the specific Development for which 
the impact fees are due. Notice of the lien shall be recorded in the 
Official Records of the Clerk of the Circuit Court in and for Palm Beach 
County, Florida. The lien shall have priority over all liens, mortgages, 
and encumbrances, except taxes. If the notice of lien is not recorded 
within three (3) years following the date the Building Permit is issued 
for the Development for which the Impact Fees are owed, the lien shall be 
of no force and effect, although the Impact Fee debt shall remain. If 
the lien remains unpaid for more than thirty (30) days following the 
recording of the notice, it may be foreclosed in the manner provided by 
the laws of Florida for the foreclosure of mortgages on real property. 
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(b) In the event impact fees remain unpaid, no further 
Development Orders of any type shall be issued on the property for which 
the Impact Fees remain unpaid. Development Orders, including Building 
Permits, may be issued only upon full payment of any previously-owed 
impact fees, together with any interest owing, and current impact fees, 
if any. 

Section 22-27 Covenant. 

Where necessary to ensure compliance with the provisions of this 
Article, the Impact Fee Coordinator shall require that a Covenant be 
executed by the Feepayer or Developer(s) holding the fee simple interest 
in the land, and mortgagee(s), as appropriate. The Covenant shall recite 
this Article and the facts and reasons underlying its execution. It 
shall set forth the restrictions on the property and the terms and 
conditions under which it may be released. 

Section 22-28 Vesting. 

(a) Only the existance of a Building Permit which has not lapsed, 
or been revoked, cancelled, or abandoned, and which meets the provisions 
of Section 22-20; Fee Imposed; so as to avoid the assessment of Impact 
Fees shall vest a Developer or Feepayer against any changes in the amount 
of Impact Fees. No vesting against changes in the amount of impact fees 
shall result from the issuance of any Development Order, other than as 
set forth in the preceding sentence. 

Section 22-29 Impact Fee Appeals Board. 

(a) There shall be created by resolution of the Board of County 
Commissioners an Impact Fee Appeals Board which shall hear appeals from 
administrative decisions of the Impact Fee Coordinator under this 
Article. The Impact Fee Appeals Board shall consist of the members as 
established in the resolution and shall sit as frequently as necessary to 

4 

hear appeals under this Article, but no more frequently than monthly.

DISTRICT PARK - this Park class represents those Palm Beach County 
facilities generally 60 to 250 acres in size that primarily provide 
active recreational facilities and to a lesser degree some passive 
recreational facilities where possible. Recreational facilities include 
special facilities such as competition pools, golf courses, or boat ramps 
and marinas, large groups of lighted fields or courts suitable for 
scheduled league activities, and adequate support facilities with Parking 
areas to accommodate the large number of persons who drive to District 
Park facilities. 

NEIGHBORHOOD PARK - this represents the smallest class Park that are less 
than ten (10) acres in size and usually less than five (5) acres. 
Neighborhood Park. Recreational facilities are generally few in number 
due to size restraints and developed according to the demands and 
character of the neighborhood that they serve. 

OPEN TO THE PUBLIC - those Park acres developed according to the Park and 
Recreation Department's adopted Park master plan and made available to 
the general public for specific recreational purposes whether for a fee 
or free of charge. 

PARK - a developed or planned site owned by a governmental entity that 
offers the general public an opportunity to partake in a variety of 
recreational activities that may be active, passive, or special in nature 
in a safe and convenient manner that is compatible with its environs.

REGIONAL PARK - this represents the largest class Park in Palm Beach 
County that generally exceeds 250 acres in size and also provides access 
to a substantial resource base.

Section 22-44 Zones/Trust Funds. 

(a) There are hereby established Four (4) Park Impact Fee Zones, 
as set forth in Section 22-46. 

(b) The Park Impact Fee shall be used exclusively within the Zone 
within which the Development is located and for the exclusive purpose of 
providing Capital Facilities in or of County District, Regional, or Beach 
Parks. 

(c) There are hereby established three (3) Park Impact Fee trust 
funds, one each for Zones PI, P2, and P3.

c. Twenty-five percentum (25%) of the Value at the 
time of conveyance, dedication, construction, 
placement, delivery, or remittance shall be 
Credited in accordance with Section 22-24; Credits; 

For In-kind Contributions for or of County Parks 
less than twenty (20) acres. 

(3) No Credit shall be given for contributions made by a 
Developer required by the Subdivision and Platting Regulations of Palm 
Beach County. No contributions required by the Subdivision and Platting 
Regulations shall be used for District, Beach or Regional Park Capital 
Facilities. Contributions for or of County Parks resulting from the 
requirements of the Zoning Code of Palm Beach County shall be Credited 
only in accordance with this Article.

18 health or safety hazard and shall be protected against noise, air

2 (15) acres plus sufficient additional area to accommodate on-site

4 Separate entrances at opposite ends of the site frontage are required for 

5 staff Parking (120) and school buses. The recommended minimum dimensions 

6 of an elementary school site are 780 feet of frontage and 840 feet of 

7 depth. 

8 (8) A middle school site shall contain at least twenty-five 

9 (25) acres plus sufficient additional area to accommodate on-site 

10 drainage retention requirements of governing regulatory agencies. 

11 Separate entrances at opposite ends of the site frontage are required for 

12 staff Parking (120) and school buses. The recommended minimum dimensions 

13 of a middle school site are 800 feet of frontage and 1360 feet of depth. 

14 (9) A high school site shall contain at least fifty (50) acres 

15 plus sufficient additional area to accommodate on-site drainage retention 

16 requirements of governing regulatory agencies. Separate entrances are 

17 required for staff Parking (225 spaces), student Parking (425 spaces), 

18 school buses, and parent drop off. The recommended minimum dimensions of 

19 a high school site are 1200 feet of frontage and 1800 feet of depth. 

20 (10) School Bus Circulation. Where it is necessary that school 

21 buses enter a residential Development, there shall be a circulation 

22 system, or turnaround area of 90 foot diameter, such that the buses need 

23 not back up in order to leave the Development. Alternatively, bus stop 

24 locations may be provided at the edge of the Development. The preferred 

25 location of bus stops is adjacent to a public area such as a Park. 

26 (c) All requests shall be reviewed and a response issued by the 

27 Superintendent or School Board within ninety (90) days from the date said 

28 request was submitted. If the request is approved by the School Board,

I. EXECUTIVE BRIEF

Motion and Title: 


STAFF RECOMMENDS MOTION TO APPROVE on second reading the Comprehensive 
Impact Fee Ordinance approved on first reading August 1, 1989, with 
certain modifications made, as follows. Many of the modifications are 
technical, clerical, or grammatical in nature. However,, certain 
substantive changes have been made. Most noteworthy is the amendment 
establishing the air-conditioned area of residential units as the square 
footage for purposes of calculating the impact fees. 

This amendment results from the discussion by the Board in first reading. 
The square footages have been recorrelated to bedrooms using 
air-conditioned area and the ranges have been reduced. 

At the request of industry representatives, the ordinance now provides 
that the fees must be spent within nine (9) years in addition to being 
encumbered within six (6) years. The biennial review also explicitly 
provides that it must consider the level of service at that time. 

Because of some concerns of municipalities, residential house additions 
must provide the square footage of the existing building and pay the 
impact fee if a threshold between ranges is crossed or, at the option of 
the fee payer, may pay the fee as though the addition was the building. 
This amendment results from the inability of the local government to 
ascertain the square footage of the existing building. 

Finally, the new tax base from July 15, 1989, has been used in the 
methodology to calculate the fees. This has resulted in a slight 
increase in impact fees where credits are given for advalorem sources of 
funding. 

To aid in the ease of Administration, minor adjustments to the zones have 
been made where it is reasonable to have co-extensive boundaries. 


Background and Justification : 

The ordinance provides for time of collection at the time the building 
permit is issued. The ordinance does not include the 5% reduction 
suggested by the Impact Fee Review Committee and mentioned during first 
reading. The implementation date of the ordinance remains September 15, 
1989.
